Woodruff informed me that he had been in touch with Senator 
Russell regarding the arrangements for Admiral Taylor to pay a courtesy 
call on Senator Russell at which time Senator Russell would raise his views 
with regard to the Pueblo. I have been in touch with Proctor Jones, on 
Senator Russell's staff, in an effort to establish a date and time for this 
meeting.

ground information concerning the withdrawals from the reserve 
involving Vietnam and Laos, In connection with the Director's with- 
drawal letter of 23 December involving a sensitive project, it was 
agreed that Mr, Lloyd Lauderdale , DD/S&T, would brief Woodruff at 
his convenience. Woodruff commented that Senator Russell was taking 
a much closer look at withdrawals this year than he has m times past. 

He said Senator Russell had expressed a very sour reaction to the 23 
December item. Woodruff said that if he was unable to satisfy the 
Chairman on this after talking with Lauderdale, he proposed to suggest 
to Senator Russell that Mr. Helms discuss the project with the Senator 
personally. Woodruff asked that the Director do nothing on this however 

as yet. ,. , 

Woodruff mentioned that he was considering recommending to 

the Chairman that a formal reference to the Agency Subcommittee be 
included in the list of Appropriations Subcommittees this year. Woodruff 
asked for my comment on his proposal to have this called an Intelligence 
Activities Subcommittee" which would be listed under the Defense Sub- 
committee. I pointed out several problems regarding such a listing. 

As a result Woodruff decided tentatively to call it the CIA Subcommittee 
but to include it under the Defense listing. (See Memorandum for the 
Record for details.)
